Progressive Farmer First 
To Sign District Contract

NEE of the first Alabama farm- 

ers to sign a cooperative 
agreement in the soil conservation 
districts program was J. C. Bailey, 
who owns a 180-acre farm near 
Wadley in Chambers County, 

After special planning meetings 
three soil conservation districts 
have been set up covering 32,000 
acres and conservation plans have 
been mapped for 156 farms. In 
these districts farmers will be giv- 
en aid in planning a coordinated 
drainage system for the entire 
area, 

The ups and downs that Bailey 
has experienced on his farm since 
1920 are typieal of the experiences 
of the average Alabama farmer 
during that period. After the World 
War he came back from over-seas 
in 1919 and arrived too late to 
make a crop that year. He started 
farming in 1920 from scratch, as a 
one-horse farmer without equip- 
ment and living in a log cabin. 

With high hopes of 50-cent cot- 
ton Bailey put everything he had 
into a big crop but instead of 
50-cents, cotton dropped and Bai- 
ley dropped with it. In 1923 he 
borrowed $800 and lai dthe foun- 
dation for a long, steady build tow- 
ard independence. 

By hard work and good manage- 
ment Bailey and his wife have 
greatly improved the appearance 
of the farm, having replaced the 
log cabin with a neat new house. 
Much of his land which was for- 
merly in cotton is today in lespe- 
deza. Four strapping boys help 
with the farm work, while a fifth, 
Jack, is a freshman at Auburn. 

He has made a good beginning 
with livestock and has five mules 
and a mare, 15 cows, two brood 
sows and 125 hens, 

Fighting erosion and trying to 
make a living at the same time ha; 
been a full time job on the farm 
and Bailey hasn’t got erosion lick- 
ed yet. But when the Piedmont 
Soil Conservation District was or- 
ganized, he didn’t lose any time 
making application to the district 
supervisors for help in conserving 
the soil on his farm. That’s how he 
happened to be the first coopera- 
tor in Alabama’s first duly organ- 
ized soil conservation district. 

As is the case with most farmers, 
any plan worked out for the con- 
trol of erosion on Bailey’s farm 
had to take into consideration what 
he as a farmer was able to do as 
well as the needs of his farm as an 
operating unit. That meant that 
planning technicians in the Pied- 
mont District, in working out a 
conservation program for his farm, 
must fit the program to the farm 
needs, And that is exactly what 
farm plans in the district program 
are designed to do, 

His farm requires a lot of feed 
so the plan provides for corn, small 
grain, hay and pasture to meet 
these needs. 

Bailey will begin his pasture im- 
provement program by clearing up 
brush and trees on one acre of bot- 
tom land which, along with an- 


other 4.5 acres of bottomland, will 
be fertilized, limed, and seeded to 
common lespedeza, Dallis grass, 
and White dutch clover. Forty-five 
rods of pasture fence will be built, 
13 acres of steep and severely 
eroded land will be retired to trees, 
and proper woodland management 
practices will be established on 
five acres of old woodland. 

Only the land best adapted to 
cultivation will remain in row 
crops and it will be protected by 
modern terraces, strip cropping, 
contour tillage, and systematic ro- 
tations which will improve as well 
as conserve the soil, The steeper, 
more erodible, and idle land will 
be converted to perennial hay 
crops or trees, which will not only 
protect the land, but provide ad- 
ditional income. 

The plan provides for establish- 
ing seed patches of crimson and 
white Dutch clover to provide a 
source of home-grown seed for 
winter cover crops and pasture 
ignprovement, In 1940, Bailey will 
plant 15 aeres of kudzu and lespe- 
deza sericea in meadow strips, dis- 
posal areas, and perennial strips in 
his cultivated land. He will also 
plant kudzu on around 3,000 feet 
of road banks, to prevent the banks 
from washing. 

Spread out over a five-year per- 
iod, establishment of the new 
farming program will not be diffi- 
cult. He has prospects of increasing 
the carrying capacity of pastures, 
which may be expected as a result 
of fertilizing, seeding, and other 
practices. He is also planning to in- 
crease yields of crops through im- 
proved rotations, and to increase 
hay production from meadows and 
other perennial hay strips, and the 
seeding of an additional 3.5 acres 
after carefully preparing the land 
in advance.

have had the station at Headland 
pointing the way in the develop- 
ment of that section’s hog and pea- 
nut program. In recent months the 
station announced the results of 
tests which showed that serious 
soil depletion follows constant har- 
vesting of peanuts, On the other 
hand, similar tests proved that 
when peanuts were “hogged off” 
the soil was not damaged. 

In Baldwin County the Experi- 
ment Station, State Department of 
Agriculture and Extension Service 
have been cooperating in  seed- 
testing experiments which already 
promise savings of thousands of 
dollars to South Alabama farmers. 
Before these tests were started 
farmers bought seed from the Mid- 
west which varied in production 
from 50 to 300 bushels per acre, 
and the individual farmer did not 
know whether seed were worth 
planting until he got ready to dig 
his crop. 

On Sand Mountain, one of the 
last areas in Alabama to be settled, 
the station has concentrated on 
aiding in developing a balanced 
farm program for the average

The practice of rotating crops, 
especially rotating clean tilled 
crops with thick growing crops, 
will also be encouraged. Suitable 
rotations will be planned for indi- 


ple feed for the farm livestock, as 
well as to give maximum protec- 
tion with thick-growing crops, In| 
doing this, the maximum use wili| 
be made of both winter and sum-| 
mer legumes, oats, etc, 

Diverting the steep slopes from 
cultivated crops to permanent, 
thick growing vegetation, such as 
lespedeza sericea and kudzu, will 
also be emphasized, The badly 
croded areas will be reforested 
with pine. 

Another important phase of the 
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program will be that of a perma- 
nent pasture development, On the 
jujority of farms, there are areas 
}OL boltom land now wooded ot 
Brown up in elders, willows, etc., 
which, if cleared, would make ex- 
ecelent pasture Jand. Wherever 
possible, farmers will be encourag- 
td to take eroded hill land out 
OL pasture and clear up, fertilize 
and seed to pasture the more suit- 
uble bottom land, 

Since more than two-thirds of 
the total area of the proposed dis- 
trict is woodland, farm forestry 
will certainly receive no little em- 
phasis, A program of woods fire 
prevention, timber stand improve- 
ment and reforestation will be de- 
veloped and carried to landowners 
and assistance given in carrying 
them out, 

It is now being realized that 
the most sensible approach to the 
erosion control problem is through 
that of wise use of the land, Wise 
land use simply involves using’ 
every acre of land on the farm 
for the crop for which it is best 
adapted in keeping with the needs 
of the farm,

CALVARY: TRIUMPH THROUGH 
SACRIFICE 


LESSON TEXT—Matthew 27:33:50. 

GOLDEN TEXT—He is despised and 
rejected of men; a man of sorrows, and 
acquainted with grief,—Isalah 53:3, 

At Calvary, reverent and thought- 
ful readers of God's Word stand 
speechless, and confess themselves 
to be powerless to explain or to ex- 
pound the awe-inspiring story, and 
yet just because it is such a story, 
because on that cross the divine Son 
of God gave Himself in sacrificial 
atonement for sin, we must do our 
utmost to understand it, to explain 
it, and certainly to declare it to all 
mankind, For when He who knew 
no sin became sin for us, it was 
for our sin that He died. Here alone 
do we find redemption. 

We approach this scene therefore 
with reverence, and with the prayer 
that we may so present the dying 
Saviour to dying men that some may 
believe and be saved. We center our 
thoughts around three expressions 
taken from the text. 


I, “They Crucified Him.” 

All of the gospel stories are re- 
markably reticent when they speak 
of the cross. Details of surround- 
ing events are given, but when they 
speak of the cross itself, they can 
only say that He was crucified. Let 
us look at the One who hung on 
that sacred tree, for He is the Sa- 
viour of the world. Refusing the 
stupefying potion (vy. 34) and facing 
death fully conscious, we. hear Him 
crying out of the darkness which 
covered all the land, ‘‘My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken me?” 
That cry indicates the depth to 
which our Saviour went for us. 

Does it not seem that the Father 
{n that darkest moment of history 
turned His back upon the One who 
knowing no sin Himself had become 
sin for us? And yet we know that 
it was God who hung upon the tree, 
God the Son. Here is divine mys- 
tery, the meaning of which we can- 
not fathom, but we know that it 
was for us, 

Then came the ery with the loud 
voice, “It is finished!’’ This was 
not the death of the languishing 
martyr. The Son of God, having 
wrought out redemption on the 
cross, cried out in powerful tones of 
victory, ‘‘It is finished!"’ and yielded 
up His spirit. 

Il, ‘‘They Watched Him.” 

Soldiers, priests, the two thieves, 
the women—how different was the 
purpose and the spirit of their 
watching. 

The soldiers had made sport of 
Him and mocked Him in the palace, 
They took a passing curious interest 
in the crucifixion, They gambled 
over His garments, and finally set- 
tled down to perform their duty as 
guards with stolid indifference.

(Luke 23:39, 40). The cross has 
ever since been the dividing line, part 
of humanity turning there to life 
eternal, the rest going on its railing 
way to destruction. 

The women waited, No doubt they 
were perplexed and troubled in 
heart, but they stood faithfully by 
until His precious body was in the 
grave.

The 
scoffing priests told the truth in spite 
of their wicked purpose to falsify. 
“They crucified Him,” “they 
watched Him,"’ but ‘He trusted 
God” and became the Saviour of the 
world.

LN RAISING POULTRY 


Two years ago I purchased some 
baby chicks and started in the 
poultry business but IT made a mis- 
take in buying just ordinary 
chicks, I became discouraged and 
was about to quit but after talk- 
ing with our vocational worker, 
Mi, Walsh, he told me not to give 
up and that he believed he knew 
where some chicks could be bought 
that would pay me, 

So I put in my order for 100 
of the best R. I. Reds I could buy. 
On March 7th they arrived and 
there were 108 of them, Out of 
this bunch I raised 102 to matur- 
ty and a few months ago I had 
the flock bloodtested and afte: 
they were culled and tested I had 
47 good hens left in the flock. 

I sold enough fryers and stock 
roosters to cover the expense of 
buying the chicks and feeding 
them, 

We did not have a bought brood- 
er to put our chicks in, but my 
husband and I decided to try out 
a new idea and we made a brood- 
er out of an old used house which 
was about 6x6 ft, We tirst scald- 
ed it out with strong lye water 
and then moved the house to a 
clean place. We dug a trench 114 
feet deep and 14%4 feet wide which 
reached about 3 feet or half way 
under the house. Then we put 
iron bars across the trench every 
two feet and placed two sheets of 
tin roofing over the bars. The tin 
was covered with 3 inches of sand. 
We placed an old stove flange in 
the back of the trench to protect 


chicks from excess heat and we} - 


late the heat, By having all this 
material on hand we were not out 
any money for building’ a brooder 
and we are planning to use it again 
this spring’ to raise out another 
100 chicks, 

I like the Rhode Island Reds be 
cause they are such healthy chick- 
ens and the strain IT have are ex- 
ceptionally good layers, Also 1 
find that it pays to have your hens 
bloodtested as this does away with 
the white diarrhea in the flock that 
many times the chicks inherit and 
which means a heavy loss otf 
chicks, 

In checking over my record book 
for February, I find that my hens 
made a nice profit for me, I grade 
my eggs and sell the best ones to 
the Elba Hatchery and what culls 
1 don’t use at home are sold on 
local market, During February 1 
sold $26.25 worth of eggs and dur- 
ing that Lime my hens consumed 
200 pounds of laying mash and 
150 pounds of corn, The laying 
mash cost $5.50 and valuing the 
corn which we already had at 
home at $1.00 per bushel my total 
feed bill was not over $8.00, so 
that leaves me a nice profit of 
$18.25 for my little time and trou- 
ble spent looking after the hens 
tor the month, 


I think that the profit we make 
out of poultry depends on four 
things: 1. Buy good chicks to be- 
gin with; 2, Have a love for 
chickens; 38. Have a clean place 
to raise them and keep it that 
way; and 4, Don't be afraid to 
feed them a balanced ration, If 
jou have good laying stock it will 
pay.

Mr, and Mrs. Boutwell Look Over Their White Leghorn Flock 


WHITE LEGHORN FLOCK PAYS 
NICE DIVIDENDS TO CLLUFOKD 
BOUTWELL OF VICTORIA 
COMMUNITY 


For some time the farmers of 
the South have realized that the 
one crop that they have been de- 
pending on for their one source of 
income was fast becoming a poor 
return for the money and labor 
required to produce this crop, so 
for-this reason the farmers have 
been looking for other means of 
income, One of the things that 
the farmers haye turned to in 
their quest for new income is 
POULTRY arid today they are re- 
ceiving an income that does not 
come at one time each year, but 
ene that comes to him every week 
in the year, 

On February 21, 1938, Mr. Clif- 
ford Boutwell of the Victoria com- 
munity purchased 100 white leg- 
horn chicks. From these he rais- 
ed 52 hens, During the first year 
Mr. Boutwell did not keep a rec- 
ord of the cost and return from 
his hens but he did know that he 
was making something for his 
work, so on February 21, 1939, he 
purchased 200 baby chicks, From 
these he raised 213 and 109 were 
pullets, In the early part of the 
fall the hens were culled and care 
was taken to produce as many 
eggs as possible from the feed 
consumed, A record was kept on 
the old hens from the first of Jan- 
uary, 1939, until December 81st, 
7939. 

The young hens purchased in 
Webruary started laying when they 
were 5 to 6 months of age and a 
record was kept on the cost of 
the chicks when purchased, and all 
the feed they used until they start- 
ed laying, at this time they had 
cost $79.84. These hens were then 
entered with the old hens in the 
sale of eggs and a record of re- 
turns kept on them for the 4 
months remaining in 1939. This 
gave Mr, Boutwell 52 hens laying 


for a period of 12 months, and 91 
young hens laying for 4 months, 
leaving a total of 143 hens after 
they were culled, The feed con- 
sumed by these hens from August 
to December 31st came to $159.41. 

In April the roosters from the 
flock were sold as fryers for 
$26.55, These fryers were sold on 
the local market and brought a 
very low price because they were 
white leghorn chickens and for 
meat uses there is very little de- 
mand for them, The eggs from 
this flock were sold-on the local 
market at prices from 15c to 30c 
per dozen. Very few of the eggs 
were sold on the 30c market as 
it did not stay up for very long. 
The total return from eggs from 
this flock was $324.12 and $26.55 
for fryers, giving a grand total 
ct $350.67, The total cost of the 
chicks including’ purchase price 
and feed was $238.25, giving a net 
profit of $112.42 to Mr. Boutwell 
for his work, This is more than 
the average farmer will receive 
from 5 bales of cotton, 

Mr, Boutwell feels that he is 
being well paid for his work and 
has already placed his order for 
200 baby chicks for this year. The 
old hens will be sold and the young 
chicks will be used to replace these 
in the flock, Taking the advice 
of the ones that have been in the 
poultry business for a number of 
years and one will see that it is 
best to grow into the chicken busi- 
ness and not try to buy into it, 


Mr. Boutwell says he believes his 
success is due to three things: 
First, get chicks that have the ca- 
pacity to lay; second, good care 
must be taken of these chickens, 
such as good houses, plenty of 
water, plenty of good feed (includ- 
ing green feed) and feed given to 
the chickens at the same time 
each day; and last but not least 
one must have a love for chickens 
or he will not make a _ success 
with them. (BH. P. G.)

planting these vegetables in suf- 
ficient quantity it is possible to 
have a big assortment of fresh, 


canned or dried vegetables to 
choose from every day in the year. 
All vegetables should be planted 
in sufficient quantity to provide 
fresh vegetables in season and also 
allow for plenty to can so as to 
lide over during seasons, 

The vegetables most commonly 
grown in Coffee County, and those 
Which succeed best, are: snap 
beans, butter beans, cowpeas, Wng- 
lish peas, cabbage, collards, beets, 
carrots, turnips, rutabagas, lettuce,

onions, Irish potatoes, spinach, 
niustard, tendergreen, tomatoes, 
eggplant, and peppers, 

One planting of these vegetables 
per year is not sufficient to in- 
Sure an adequate supply of fresh 
vegetables during the growing 
Season, The gardener should plan 
and plant his garden so ag to have 
#8 large an assortment of fresh 
vegetables as possible throughout 
the year, In order to reach this 
goal the gardener should plant the 
quick maturing vegetables, such 
as: snap beans, cowpeas, beets, 
carrots, turnips, lettuce, squash, 
corn, spinach, mustard, tender- 
&reen, and tomatoes, every two to 
three weeks throughout their re- 
spective seasons, 

The five community canning 
plants located at Kinston, Elba, 
Zion Chapel, Goodman and Enter- 
prise offer an excellent opportuni- 
ly for the farm family to work 
together toward putting up a 
large quantity of food in a short 
time, 

However, those families who are 
not within reach of a canning 
plant will need to can a sufficient 
amount of these vegetables at 
home in order that they, too, might 
provide an adequate food supply 
for the winter at a moderate cost. 

In additoin to supplying the nec- 
ussary food needed at home this 
vanned food offers a potential pos- 
sibility for supplying the school 
child with a hot lunch, At pres- 
ent the school lunch rooms locat- 
ed in the various schools of Coffee 
County are accepting these canned 
products in exchange for hot 
meals, 

By following the suggested plan 
for planting and canning as set! 
up by the Coffee County Vocation- 
al workers, the family should have 
& sufficient quantity of fresh, 
canned, and dried food o insure 
adequate food needs throughout 
the year.
